“It appears to be a natural law 
that when social development has 
reached a certain stage and cap- 
ital has accumulated sufficiently, | 
the class which has had_ the 
capacity to absorb it shall try to 
enhance the value of their prop- 
erty of legislation.

It 
would increase the value of her 
securities and cheapen the value of | 
raw material.

VOLUNTARY CURTAILMENT? 

It seems to be agreed that western farmers 
will not be forbidden by law to sow as many 
acres to wheat next spring as they sowed last 
spring.

HANDS OFF THE PROMOTER 


Premier Bennett proposes that a committee, | 


of parliament shall investigate certain commer- 
cial and industrial conditions and practices in 
Canada, within limits set out in a lengthy and 
carefully-worded resolution, published in full 
in the Bulletin on Tuesday 

From the text of the resolution, the object 
seems to be to show that the public are being 
supplied with certain kinds of manufactured 
goods, and meats, at “dirt cheap” prices; prices 
so low that the employees of these industrial 
establishments cannot be paid decent wages. 

This, apparently, is the way chosen by the 
Gzvernment to deal with the “crisis” in Cana- 
dian industry to which Hon. H. H. Stevens has 
been calling attention in speeches in Edmonton 
and elsewhere. But it is notable that the reso- 
lution keeps carefully away from the factors to 
which Mr. Stevens pointed as being primarily 
responsible for the “crisis” and the “sweat shop” 
conditions he reported and condemned 

From one end to the other, there is not a 
reference in the resolution to the orgy of re- 
financing, over-capitalization, promoter-exploit- 


ation, to which Canadian industry has been 
subjected, as pointed out by the Minister of 
trade and commerce. The investigating com- 


mittee is not instructed to do any investigating 
into the “pyramiding” of stocks and bonds that 
has loaded industrial concerns with mountains 
of fixed charges which they can only meet by 


grinding their employees down to the wage 
levels of Mexican peons 

The committee is told to look into “mas 
buying” and cheap retail prices for the cause 
of the spread between what the consumer pay 
ind what the industrial employee gets. Nothing

Several months ago when I was at the coast 
I wrote an article or two telling of what The 
Army of the Common Good was doing in the

Brains are needed in working class move- 
ments.

Editor Bulletin: We do not yet 
know definitely whether the Cen- 
tral Bank bill, now being prepar- 
ed by the Government, will pro- 
vide for public or private control. 


The newspapers say that the 
Cabinet has not yet come to a 
final decision. The voice of the 
public expressed through the 


press has made it clear that the 
Bank should be Government own- 
ed and Government controlled, 
with proper safeguards against 
political manipulation 

Down in New Zealand the peo- 
ple there are facing a similar 
question. According to The New 
Era of December 14, out of six 
directors of the Bank of New Zea- 
land the Government has power 
to appoint four and those hold the 
control over the creation and is- 
sue of money, But under the Re- 
serve Bank Bill now being put 
through the House by the Govy- 
ernment, the power to create, is- 
sue and cancel money is to be 
transferred from the Bank of New 
Zealand to the Reserve Bank. 
During the first seven years the 
present Government nominees 
will remain in control, but after 
that the Bank will pass into pri- 
vate hands. The Chairman of the 
Bank of New Zealand, in his ann- 
ual address, said: “The Reserve 
Bank Bill is being put through at 
the dictation of London finan- 
ciers.” 

And behind these financiers !s 
the malign shadow of the Bank 
for International Settlements. Sir 
Otto Niemeyer, who recommend- 
ed the Reserve Bank to New Zea- 
land, is now on the directorate of 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments, The Bill has aroused more 
violent opposition in the Domin- 
ion than any other measure in re- 
cent history. In some centres 80 
per cent. of the voting population 
have signed a petition against it. 
Notwithstanding this opposition 
the Government is determined to 
push the measure through and a 
national crisis has been created, 
for the high constitutional quest- 
ion of National Sovereignty over 
money is in issue 

Now should our Government at 
Ottawa take a similar course, a 
similar issue will arise in Can- 
ada, and if the people of Canada 
are alive ot their interests, they 
will make their voice heard with 
emphasis and vigour
